PRESENTATION BY MAGGIE METZLER FOR YUMA COUNTY ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT

Ms. Maggie Metzler provided Council with information for funding requests for Yuma County Economic Development and gave
an update on Yuma County Economic Development.

PRESENTATION BY KIMBERLY MIHELICH WITH COLORADO RURAL WATER ASSOCIATION

Ms. Kimberly Mihelich, with Colorado Rural Water Association, updated Council on Source Water Protection Plans. This is a
voluntary program for municipalities. The City was awarded a $5,000 grant to help with this process. It is a matching funds
grant, but the matching funds can be in-kind. The first meeting for the Protection Plan will be held on October 4 and the
process is planned to be completed by March, 2019. Discussion was held.

Baucke moved to
approve on second reading Ordinance #21, Series of 2018. Second by Hoch. Question. 7 ayes. Motion carried.

It would
cost approximately $25,000 to buy the equipment to do digital fingerprints.
